THE OPENING .OF CHUNGKING.- 
ARRIVAL, OF THE CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 


_ (FROM OUR. CORRESPONDENT.) 

een ee November &th. 

On the, morning of November 4th the'Customs 
officers, consisting of Commissioner Hobson and 
Messrs, Von Rosthorn, Lovatt, Stebbins, Stock- 
wmell and Strong arrived in Chungking. One 
month had been consumed in the journey from 
Ichang. Another, party, consisting. of! H.M.: 
Consular Resident (Mr. Fulford), Mr, F.J. Mar- 
hall, of the Office of Public’ Works, and Dr. 
Davenport of the London Mission, arrived onlya 
few hours later, although they had left Ichang 
several days Inter than the Customs. party. 
Nearly all had been waiting. several days 
for lower - water. Now: that after so 
much difficulty they have finally arrived ist 
this isolated spot, they will-have opportunity to 
‘ament ‘at thelr leisure that Her Majesty's 
representatives should have yielded to ignorant 
obstructiveness and given up without an equiva- 
lent the right torun steamers to Chunpking. Our 
brightest hope now is that some time during the 
soth century theChinese may themsclves realise. 
the advantage of steamer traffic in opening and 
developing the trade of western China, In the 
meantime the prospective opening of the port 
has so stirred’the mercantile community in’ 
China that rumour has it that one and'possibly 
even two or three merchants are coming to 
avail themselves’ of .the world-renowned 
{rade opportunities of Chungking. Consuls of 
three great nations are said to. be coming to:
